When Controller Ketiy was asked 
whether, in any scheme of salary reduction 
in New-York, it would be practicable to ex- 
empt the salaries of policemen, firemen, 
and school-teachers, he dodged the ques- 
tion by giving it as his opinion that the 
matter should be left to the discretion 
of the local authorities.

Mr. Lamar also advanced some 
subtle Southern interpolations of the Con- 
stitution, declaring. that as. the Federal 
Government..could not confer the right 
of suffrage, it could not regulate 
it! Mr. Lamar’s error lies. in the 
fact that the. Constitution does confer 
the right of suffrage for Representatives on 
those electors in the States who can vote 
for the popular branch of the State Legisla- 
tures, and that it also gives Congress the ex- 
plicit right to regulate its exercise: ‘Tho 
time has gone by, and ought not to’ return, 
when the construction of the Constitution 
is to be taken exclusively from the South- 
ern State rights stand-point. . —

WESTERN METHODS OF CHEAPENING 
MONEY. 

We have heard of cutting off the nose to 
spite the face, but have seldom witnessed a 
@ more literal application of the process 
than thatin which the Legislature of ‘Illi- 
nois is engaged/with the view of benefiting 
borrowers of Eastern money. A bill which 
has been ordered to a third reading in the 
Senate of that State prohibits New-York in- 
surance companies from issuing farther poli- 
cies within its limits until the New-York law 
restricting the companies’ investments be 
repealed. Outstanding policies, of course, 
the proposed measure cannot touch; but 
hereafter, if it be enacted, our companies will 
not be allowed to nndertake new business 
until the laws which govern them make 
Diinois available for their loans. To be 
frank and consistent, the Illinois lawgivers 
should go one step further. Instead of re- 
quiring the New-York law to be so changed 
as to admit of Western investments by 
New-York ‘corporations, they should set 
forth a determination to compel them to 
invest the proceeds of their business 
wherever it is acquired. If coercion of this 
sort is to be attempted, it should be thor- 
ough. For permissive legislation the com- 
pulsory should be substituted. 

This bill is one of the many devices which 
have recently engaged the attention of 
Western Legislatures under the belief that 
it is possible by legislation to force Eastern 
holders of money, corporate or individual, 
to loan it on Western securities on terms 
dictated by the borrowers. Indeed, putting 
together bills that have been enacted and 
bills that are still pending, this phase of the 
financial question dominates in the minds 
of Western legislators. The ‘silver craze 
came first, then the greenback ¢raze, and 
now the craze relates to the cheapening of

If these Western law-makers would more 
carefully cultivate common sense and com- 
mon honesty they would adopt totally dif- 
ferent methods of equalizing the value of 
money, a8 between the East and West, and 
of attracting capital to Western invest- 
ments. At present, they are constantly 
passing from bad to worse. Law is heaped 
on law with the apparent supposition that 
people who have money may be coerced at 
pleasure, and that people who want money 
may get it without further difficulty, If 
the quantity and loanable value of money 
were contingent upon legislation, the West 
would now have all it could absorb on terms 
agreeable to its citizens. Time will tell 
the resultsof the measures recently enacted 
and of others which are not unlikely to 
became law. Already, however, sufficient 
is known to justify the prediction that the 
results will not be what the supporters of 
the measures expected. Confidence in 
Western securities—notably in Western 
mortgages and municipal bonds—grows less 
and less simply because of the prevalent 
disposition to tamper with coritracts, to im- 
pose arbitrary regulations upon lenders, 
and to twist everything in the direction 
sought by borrowers.

BULL-DOZED, OK COAXED 

The migration of colored people from 
the South has assumed proportions large 
enough to attract general attention from 
the people of that region. It is a puzzling 
situation. The white leaders are evidently 
asking each other, Shall the negro be 
bull-dozed to stay or coaxed to stay? It 
would be asking too much of poor human 
nature that the welfare of the negro should 
be considered in relation to either of these 
propositions, It must be admitted that the 
flight of black laboring men, to any great 
extent, would be a detriment to the 
section thus depopulated, Therefore, the 
eglored people must stay where they 
are. What arguments shall be employed to 
induce them to remain? More corporeal 
punishment or seductive appeals to rea-

lenders, by statutory enactments. In sev- 
eral of the States, Republican and Demo- 
eratic, the rates of interest have been re- 
duced. Governors have argued that. the 
cheapness of money in the Atlantic cities, 
and the sales of Government four per cents, 
are conclusive proof that the West pays 
too dearly for the money it borrows; and 
Legislatures, taking up the cry, have put 
into the form of law their ideas as to the 
maximum rate of interest which shall be 
charged, Neither the Governors nor the 
Legislatures have taken time to think of 
the capitalista’ opinions and rights in the 
premises, or of their probable action when 
Western borrowers try the “stand and de- 
liver” method of obtaining loans. Mlinois 
is in advance of its neighbors, Michigan 
and Minnesota, Indiana and Missouri, are 
joined in the erusade against what is called 
usury, but what really amounts to an excess 
of interest above that which the citizens of 
these States desire to pay. Besides insisting 
on its right to borrow money on its own 
terms, Illinois is tampering with the secu- 
rity held by mortgagees, under the delusion 
that it thereby improves the prospects of 
mortgageors. And now, as the climax of its 
folly, Dilinois imitates Canada and espouses 
the policy of retaliation. It proposes to co- 
eree the Legislature of New-York as a pre- 
liminary to the coercion of the New-York 
life'insurance companies, — 

An Indianapolis Republican journal, while 
commending this retaliatory legislation to 
the Western States generally as worthy of 


their approval, is candid enough to’tell its 


reasons. They rest upon a belief that ‘the 
law of New-York has had much to do with 
maintaining a low rate of interest in New-

adopted. The exodus of the fugitives is 
made as difficult as possible, itistrue. But 
transportation companies who rigorously 
insist upon full fares, paid in advance, and 
upon a strict adherence to all their require- 
ments, may be excused for this compliance 
with their rules. It would not be safe, 
perhaps, to trust the refugees any further 
than they are able to pay their own way. 
The general tone-of the Southern press, 
so far as it has commented on this novel 
movement, is very fairly represented by the 
Mobile Register. That journal refers to the 
flight of the negroes as _ ‘‘ a foolish hegira,” 
from which nothing but misfortune ean 
result. The Register argues that ‘‘ it will be 
better for the Southern States to be freed 
from the great bulk of the negro population,” 
though it omits to give any reason for. this 
belief. But it asserts that the movement 
will redound only to ‘“‘the ruin of the 
blacks.” These people, it is urged, “ leave 
a genial climate, fertile soil, and the 
advantages of. society, to find in the 
wild lands of the West unremunera- 
tive toil, an. inclenient. climate, . and 
a. brutal . white population.” It is 
‘not necessary that we should claim great 
advantages for the negro in his proposed 


-ehange, in order that this curious statement 


may be fairly analyzed. There are many 


good reasons why the miigration of the 


Southern blacks should be but 
a possible sacrifice of “the advantages of 
society” is not one of these. The freedmen 
of the South have not had any such advan- 
tages, except so far as the company which 
misery is said to love may be reckoned as

It has been 
decreed that, although the fundamental 
law of the land gives the black man the 
right to vote, heshall not exercise it. The 


political power which resides in a ballot shall 


never be his, North or South. It is precise- 
ly this threat which is driving the negroes 
of thé South into the .embraces of the 
“brutal white population” of the North- 
west. To secure that right, they are willing 
to forego “the advantages of society” 30 
handsomely guaranteed them in the South. 
Not that they regard the right of suffrage 
such a sweet boon, do they migrate; but be- 
cause, as long as there is danger that they 
will vote, there is danger that they will be 
harried and plundered. 





CHECKS AND BALANCES. 

In arecent debate in the British House 
of Commons ona motionin favor of extend- 
ing household suffrage to the counties, al- 
thongh it was a Liberal proposition, by far 
the strongest speech made against it came 
from Mr. Lows, formerly a conspicuous 
member of the Gladstone Ministry. The 
Government was content with an amend- 
ment declaring it ‘‘inexpedient at the pres- 
ent time” to reopen the question of Parlia- 
mentary reform. In opposing an extension 
of the suffrage that will put the counties on 
an equal footing with the boroughs—an ex- 
tension that appears to be inevitable, 
and against which the Conservatives, 
consequently, dare not declare them- 
selves—Mr. Lowe admitted that the 
traditional checks and balances of the 
British Constitution were entirely gone, and 
that.an extended popular suffrage would 
be ‘far more dangerous there than in the 
United States. The sovereign no longer 
has any power over legislation or adminis- 
tration, and the House of Lords has ceased 
to exercise any practical resistance to or 
control over the popular branch of the 
legislature. .The whole executive ad- 
ministration is vested in the Govern- 
ment of the day, and’ that is de- 
pendent for its existence on the House 
of Commons. In short, the power of the 
realm, in former times actually as well as 
theoretically, divided among the different 
** estates,” is now centred wholly in the 
representative branch of Parliament, and 
éverything turns on its will, On 
this condition of things the English states- 
man based a perfectly valid argument as to 
the vital importance of maintaining as high 
as possible the character of the: House of 
Commons, and he assumed that this could 
be done only by a restriction of the suffrage. 
The only check that remains upon the ac- 
tion of a single legislative body, exercising 
the whole power of the Empire of Great, 
Britain, is to be found in the character of 
the‘electors. There are none of the barriers 
ofa written Constitution to restrain it, and 
how far it shall be held in check by tradi- 
tions and precedents depends solely on its 
own will, for constitutional precedents are 
nothing but the acts of past Parliaments, 
which have no absolutely binding authority 
over later ones. 

Whether this presents a conclusive argu- 
mentagainst a less restricted suffrage in 
England, especially where the proposition 
is merely to put different constituencies on 
the same footing, may be doubted, but it is 
interesting.as a presentation of the actual 
character of the British Government. In 
reply to statements as to the safety of au 
extended snffrage in the United States, 
Mr. Lows pointed out the existence of very 
important checks here, which are still ope- 
rative. The President is the actual, and not 
merely the nominal, repository of execu- 
tive power, and is chosen. by a sin- 
gle .vote for a fixed term, . The 
members of the House of Representatives 
alone are chosen direetly by the people, 
and they also hold by a fixed tenure and are 


not subject to dissolution, while the Senate 


is not only chosen by the States, thus hay- 
ing a certain independent character, but 
shares’ fully with the House the powers of 
legislation. It. might be added that our 
written Constitution affords limitations 
which, for the present, at any rate, are an 
effectual check upon any tendency of the 
popular representative body to exceed its 
legitimate functions. We have, indeed, all 
these checks and balances in our Govern- 


| ment,and there is no doubt that its stability 
‘and suceéss depend largely on a faithful 
maintenance of their adjustment; but no. 
“student of our polities cam be blind 


to the constant. tendency to overbalance it 
andeoncentrate power in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. It is of the utmost. impor- 
-|tance that the President should pomp 
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force. She stubbornly resisted, so far as lay in her 


there eetes to do but submit or resign. 
Frequent of Cabinetor dissolutions 
Char , and aconstant danger of 
the President’s resignation, are not condu- 
cive to stability or confidence. The checks 
upon the power of the Deputies in France’ 
are very slight; the written Constitution is 
amere outline; the President is scarcely 
more than a figure-head; the Ministry is 
dependent on the Chamber; the Senate has 
little power of resistance, and suffrage is 
unrestricted. The working of the three 
principal examples of representative  gov- 
ernment now existing affords an instructive 
subjeet for study, whose lessons are by no 
means completed yet.

The attempted assassination of Gen. Von 
DRENTBLEN, the head of the St. Petersburg Geu- 
darmerie, is a fresh proof of the dangers which beset 
every Government officer in Russia. On the ap- 
pointment of the new Minister of Police, a fow 
months ago, a waa proposed to celebrate the occasion 
with a service for the repose of his soul.. This auda- 
elous jest was certainly not unwarranted by facts. 
The late M. Nrxonat Minermn. daritg his six 
months’ tenure of office in Poland, was guarded 
night and day by four Cossacks with londed rifies. 
Gen. KonPakovex!, the Military’ Governor of 
North-east Turkistan, is similarly’ protected, no 
stranger being allowed to approach him til! satisfac- 
torily vouened for. ‘The life of Gen. TRzPor?, the 
late Minister of Police, has been thrice attempted 
sines his elevation, One of his colleagues was mur- 
dered in broad daylight, less than a year ago, in the 
streets of St, Petersburg. But perhaps the most 
singular attempt of this kind was that made not 
long since upon one of the minor chiefs of the Mos- 
cow Police. He was sitting alone in his cabinet 
when a tolerably well-dressed man entered and po- 
litely inquired if he were Inspector T——.. The In- 
spector replied in the affirmative, whereupon the 
stranger suddenly produced a short club and with 
one blow felled him to the ground, cutting his head 
severely. The assailaut, on being arrested and ques- 
tioned, talked so wildly, and behaved with such ex- 
travagance, asto be atonce set down asa mauiac, 
although one or two close observers pronounced bis 
madness feigned. However, his death in prison a 
few weeks later left the whole affair a mystery, and 
& mystery it remeins to this day. 





The Supreme Court of Massachusetts is enti- 
tled to a great deal of consideration. It has actual- 
ly put down a clerk of a fashionable hotel, one of 
the most formidable creatures the young Republic 
hasto contend with—a modish monster unknown 
and incomprehensible to foreign lands. It probably 
tequired the Supreme Court to achieve this most 
desirable end. No ordinary court could have 
managed it. The facts are as foliows: The clerk, 
a Bostonian, in addition to the well-selected 
assortment of odious traits belonging to his guild, 
was at times insufferably familiar. . Only with 
men of prominence and position, however. He 
probably thought he remedied this failing by 
treating ordinary persons with a degree of haughti- 
ness and lofty insolence which chilled them to the 
marrow, and made it seem a royal favor if they were 
allowed to sleep under the sky-light or in the coal- 
cellar. This freezing reserve melted at once when 
such personages as CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, Ros- 
ERT ©. Wiyrusop, Rateu Wanpo Emerson, or 
WrNDELL PHILLIPS wrote their names on the regis- 
ter. He usually shook hands with them cordially, 
asked them very impertinent questions, and when 
they asked for the key to their rooms addreased 
them as Cuarzes, Bos, Rauras, and Wen. It iseven 
asserted vhat he slapped ApaMs on the shoulder one 
day as he was going to breakfast, and hiquired, 
* Well, how do you feel this morning, old cock ?” 
Jast what the venerable gentleman did is not re- 
corded ; but it is declared that he looked astounded 
and aghsst—very much as he might have looked had 
he been invited to dance the can-can in an opéra 
bonuffe. Why the clerk was not turned into a statue 
of frost-covered granite cannot be fathomed. Bat 
he was not. He continued to call the worthies of 
the Hub by their prénomina until his employers 
peremptorily discharged him. He was extremely in- 
dignant and amazed; he believed he had been hon- 
oring the important guests by descending from his 
Alpine heights and being actually familiar with 
them. He bronght sult to reeover his wages for the 
unexpired portion of the year for which he had 
been engaged. Thecourt rejected his suit, and the 
Judge gave a detailed opinion on the enormity of ad- 
dressing gentlemen by their first names, pronounc- 
ing the custom, unless warranted by intimacy, a 
positive insult. a

Indeed, to the latter Lovis Naponson 
was very kind, although Jerome BonaPaRts, after 
his second marriage, refused to acknowledge either 
his son by Mrs. Patterson, or his grandson, by any 
other mame than Parrerson. The grandson, Jx- 
RomMEz BonaParts, now in his forty-seventh year, 
though born in Baltimore, has been for nearly a 
quarter of a century an officer in the French Army, 
and has served in several campaigns with distinction.

bags, and again exposed to the open air for 24 
hours. The fever-germ lived. nevertheless, and as 
soon as conditions were propitious, developed inte 
active and mortal disease.
